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County Commission Votes To Hire 


Consultant For $10,000 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, August 
10, at the courthouse in Elba, and by a 
vote of S-1 agreed to employ a 
Mississippi firm to provide statistics 
and future population projections to aid 
in the planning of a new county jail to be 
built in Enterprise. 


The firm of Maxie, Dean, Dale and 
Dean, of Jackson, Mississippi, will 


survey the county's projected growth in 
population, review jail and inmate 
history and consider the size and type 
jail needed to house prisoners in the 
entire county, and consider Enterprise 
and Elba as separate divisions. The firm 
will conduct hearings with Sheriff Brice 
Pau! to determine the recent needs of 
the jail, including how many and what 
type of inmates are most commonly 
housed. 


John Osborn Named 
Supt. Of Education 


Elba city schools will soon have 
a new superintendent of education, 
according to Doug Martin, chairman 
of the Elba Board of Education. 

John Osborn, of Smiths, Ala., will 
replace Elmer Taylor, who will retire 
as Elba school superintendent effective 
August 31.

Mallory Charged In Robbery 


A 19-year-old Elba resident, Charies 
Edward Mallory, was arrested last 
Friday by Cpl. Steve Weekly of the 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation and 
charged with one count of theft of 
property in the first degree in con- 
nection with the July robbery of the 


Kilcrease Store in Pine Level. 

The youth has made bond and been 
released. 

Investigation is continuing by the 
sheriff's department and the ABI, and 
according to Sheriff Brice Paul, more 
arrests are anticipated shortly. 
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Mr. Renis Jones, president of 
Pearson, Humphries, Jones and 
Associates, a Montgomery architectural 
firm hired to design a new jail, 
recommended the commission employ 
the Mississippi firm so the jail plans will 
be exact and meet all federal criteria. 


“This firm can tell you just what the 
county will need for years to come,”’ 
stated Jones, ‘‘and just how many cells 
you will need for women, juveniles, 
maximum and minimum _ security 
inmates, and what they will cost. There 
is no need to build several maximum 
security units when most inmates may 
be minimum risk prisoners that can be 
housed in a ward. The study will be a 
money saver to the county.” 


The cost of the study will be $12,000, 
of which the county will pay $10,000 and 
the architect $2000. The commission 
voted 5-1 to haye the study done, with 
Commissioner Gilmer Grant casting the 
lone dissenting vote. 


Jones was at Monday's meeting at 
the request of the commission to discuss 
an upcoming meeting with Judge 
Arthur Gamble, at which time plans are 
to be completed for presentation. 


“At the last meeting I attended I 
was told to examine the site in New 
Brockton,’’ said Jones. ‘‘The Farm 
Ceuter is a good building, but it would 
need major renovation work before it 
could possibly be used for a jail. | had 
not completed plans because the county 
was waiting for a court order concerning 
the site and size of the jail, as well as 
the finances. The 40-prisoner figure I 
had spoken of was simply pulled out of 
the air to use in a cost estimate. I can’t 
justify a size or draw up plans until I

The deal was that 
Donald R. Ard would kill Tucker and 
receive part of the insurance money, 
according to Hooks.

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Brainstorms POLICE DOCKET

We have heard a lot of discontent following last week's Grand 
Jury decision to discontinue further investigation of possible 
missing City of Elba funds. The news release by the district 
attorney flatly stated he had confirmed $10,000 was missing, 
and he was unsure at this time about the other. Some news 
reports read that the ten thousand had been acccunted for 
(like found), but that ain't so. We share the frustrations of 
the people of Elba as far as that amount of money missing, 
but stop short of blaming various individuals for allowing the 
money to get away - nor are we blaming any individual for 
failing to prosecute for any missing money. We do, however, 
place some blame and it is on the system that has been 
allowed to evolve over the years. It is a system without 
adequate checks and balances to assure the general public 
and those in charge that all public monies are properly 
handled. It didn’t happen in one day or in one year, but over 
a long, long time of too much ‘good neighbor’’ handling of 
money and not enough assuming that someone or group 
would eventually rip the city off for a big hunk of money. Our 
personal investigation of this matter revealed a great problem 
in the system of following a single monthly bill from billing 
time and through the entire system. Now the problem has 
been uncovered, a solution offered by experts and put into 
use - and we urge. . . .no, we demand that all involved now 
and in the future assume the checks and balances that are 
necessary and keep them active. No legal business can afford 
to “‘lose’’ one-and-a-half percent of its total revenue without 
an inflated markup on its products, and the consumers of Elba 
can't afford inflated prices on our utilities. We sympathize 
with the employees at city hall who are trying to do an honest 
day's work and draw an honest day's pay, but it is a cross they 
must carry. If we were one of these honest employees, we 
would want all kinds of checks and balances to prove our 
honesty to all who might walk through the doors.

Live Your Faith By Confessing It 


“When Jesus came into 
the coasts of Caesarea Phili- 
ppi, he asked his disciples, 
saying, ‘Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man 
am?’ And they said, ‘Some 
say that thou art John the 
Baptist; some, Elias; and 
others, Jeremias, or one of 
the prophets.’ He saith unto 
them, ‘But whom say ye that 
I am?’ And Simon Peter 
answered and said, ‘Thou 
art the Christ, the son of the 
living God." And Jesus 
answered and said unto him, 
‘Blessed art thou, Simon 
Barjona: for flesh and blood 
hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is 
in heaven.’ " (Matthew 16: 
13-17), 

Salvation in Christ is 
rooted in the kind of faith 
that will not permit the 
tongue to be silent. The 
Scriptures teach that quite 
clearly. In Matthew 10:32- 
33, Jesus said: ‘'Whosoever 
therefore shall confess me 
before men, him will I con- 
fess also before my Father 
which is in heaven. But who- 
soever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny 
before my Father which is in 
heaven." 

Peter spoke the convic- 
tion of his heart when he 
said, ‘Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.”’ 
That was his confession of 
faith. 

Confess means here 
to declare openly. Peter de- 
clared openly his heart belief 
about Jesus. He declared 
first that Jesus was the 
Christ. Christ is the Greek 
word for Messiah, meaning 
Anointed One. This was the 
one foretold by prophecy, 
the one God would anoint, 


(consecrate, set aside to a 
special task), to deliver his 
people. Peter affirmed in his 
confession that Jesus was 
this Anointed One. 

Peter's confession _ in- 
cluded his conviction that 
Jesus was the divine Son 
of God, sent by God to 
deliver us from our sins. 
By implication his confession 
was also a pledge of all- 
egiance to him. 

Some say that a person's 
relationship to God is a 
very personal thing and that 
it is the business of no one 
else. They deny the import- 
ance of any kind of public 
confession of faith, and often 
minimize the importance of 
local church membership or 
participation. This error is 
exposed by Jesus’ teaching 
about confessing our faith. 
Those who teach and act 
differently will have to 
answer Jesus’ question: 
“‘And why call ye me, Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things 
which I say?"' (Luke 6: 
46).

The amounts were 
taken from claims filed with the company and showed that 
last year the 35 schools reported 189 football injuries that 
resulted in a total cost of $24,036.36. The itemized list 
included 32 knee injuries at $6,565.05, 7 bruises at $3,343.61 ; 
23 shoulder injuries at $3,269.07 and 5 injuries to teeth at a 
cost of $1252. 

In other sports, volleyball showed a bill of $205, basketball 
$1,637.50, softball $603.42 and wrestling $184.00 By the way, 
the big bill in softball was for an injured nose. Ouch! 


Before changing the subject away from football, 1 thought 
I'd mention a conversation I had with a big Auburn alumnus. 
The gentleman said if Auburn wins four games, Pat Dye 
should be the SEC Coach of the Year, and if they win five, he 
should win the national honor.
